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REPORT 


TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please tour Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Forty-ninth Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report twenty-seven meetings have been held. We have made 425 
orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides providing 
for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our control. 

3. Of the amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year, a sum of £25 3s. 9cl. 
only is chargeable upon the Vote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided for out 
of the various charity funds. 

4. The aggregate amounts held by us on the 1st of January, 1804, were as follows: —

5. Four hundred and sixty-one funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us, from time to time, since the " Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1 867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

Amongst these were funds for Aghadda School, Co. Cork ; the Wadding Charity, 
Carrick-on-Suir ; the Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers’ Society ; the Royal Hospital for 
Incurables, Donnybvook ; the Mendicity Institution ; for the R.C. Churches of 
Aughagour, Westport, Lecanny, and Aughamore ; for clothing poor children attending 
the Christian Doctrine Sunday School, Westport Chapel; for the Tate School, Wexford, 
and for the poor of Croom. 

7. As stated in our Report for 1SS0, a bequest represented by £4,829 7 s. 3 cl. Govern- 
ment £2£- per cents, and £32 7s. 5 d. cash was left by the will of Mademoiselle Riego 
de la Branchardiere for charitable purposes in Ireland. A short scheme was framed by 
the English Court of Chancery under which the charity can be administered at small 
expense by administrators appointed by us, and under our control. In the year 1891 
we appointed the Irish Home Industries Association to administer the fund for three 
years in accordance with the terms of a scheme framed by us. The Association 
furnished us with a full report of the manner in which they had administered the 
trust, and we have appointed them to administer the funds for a further term of three 
years. 

8. In some of our previous reports we adverted to the obligation imposed on 
executors by statute to publish all charitable bequests contained in the wills proved by 
them. We continue to exact from executors a strict adherence to the provisions of 
the statutes, and during the past year we had occasion to direct our Solicitor to 
take proceedings against twelve executors for non-publication. We are glad to be 
able to report, however, that in every case the executors complied with our directions 
without our having to institute legal proceedings. 

9. The Commissioners appointed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 
1885, applied to us to take over, on the winding up of the business of that 
Commission, the various papers and documents, other than deeds or other original 
legal instruments, in relation to the preparation of Schemes framed under that Act, 
We consented to do so, the duty of considering applications for the amendments 
of such Schemes being imposed by the Act on this Board. 

10. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1892, were duly audited 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. The Accounts for the 
year ended December 31st, 1893, have been prepared and submitted for audit. 

11. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1893, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

12. The vacancy on the Board, referred to in our last Report, caused by the 
resignation of Mr. J. B. Murphy, Q.C., since deceased, has been filled by the appoint- 
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ment of His Grace The Most Rev. Dr. Walsh. Archbishop of Dublin. A further vacancy 
has been caused by the lamented death of the Right Hon. Lord Emly. This vacancy 
has been tilled by the appointment of the Very Rev. Edward Canon Quinn, P. P.
